GS.R. 397(E)—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
(b) of sub^sectio“ir(2) of section 156 of the Indo-Tibetan Border Police 
Force Act, 1992 (35 of 1992), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules to amend the Indo-Tibetan Border Police Force 
(Publication and Printing Cadre) Group ‘B’ and ‘C’ Posts Recruitment 
Rules, 2010, namely :-
